He assumed the responsibility and over- 
coming many difficulties and facing moan 
rltlclim (rom time to time the mayor 
is at lait finished hli work, and more- 
ver, finished it ancceisf ally. While the 
work was in progress onee or twice mem- 
>era of tbe council Indicated tnat there 
might be some donbt as to the remits of 


Improvements. On these occasions 


be mayor said that If the results were 
ot as beneBolal as be had promised he 


wonld lease the plant from tbe city and 
an It an his own responsibility, assuring 
he council that he was personally respon- 
sible for tbe work that was being carried 
n. Snob action on the part of tbe mayor 
ow, however, will be entirely nnneces 


•ary for the tests show that he baa done 
more than he promlied. The plant as 
tiow repaired will save the city $7000 per 
ear and In addition tbe capacity has been 
cabled.

MAYOR'S REPORT TO COUNCIL. 


Mayor Taylor bat prepared a long pre 


Imlnary report to submit to the city 
council. In the report Mr. Taylor states 
hat the work as originally outlined to- 
gether with other work and repairs which 
n his judgment be thought were neces- 
sary had been finished and were ready for 


61.8 per oent. The boilers and fnrnaoes 
showed evidences of neglect and extreme 
hard firing and were In • dangerous con- 
dition. Tbe boilers have been thoroughly 
overbaolsd and new tabes put In where 
required 
Tbe main steam pipes, valves 


and ooaeotloni were In a bad condition 
The pipes are now In fine condition aid 
are so arranged that they are aooesslble 
for repairs at all times. 


Tbe Clapp and Jones pump had been 


condemned and praotloally abandoned. 
It was therefore not Intended to Incur tbe 
expanse of repairing It bnt when the time 
came for Improving the Allls pumps it 
was found that thny were In such a condl 
tlon that It required tbe services of both 
pomps constantly to maintain ordinary 
working pressure an£ this left GO re- 
course but to repair the Clapp and Jones 
pmap to help do the work while the im- 
provements on the Allls pump were being 
made. An examination showed the Clapp 
and Jones to be nearly a complete wreak. 
Tbe pomp was pnt In good order and 
after tbe work was finished It was found 
thai Instead of the olty having on Its 
hands a wreck representing a loss of t!0, 
000, It bad a good pump with a capacity 
ot 8,000,000 gallons a day and worth for 
actual value at least 70 per oent of a new 
engine of the same capacity. 


A duty test of tbe Hughes pump shows 


extremely low efBolenoy and for that res 
son It was decided to arrange the piping 
of the Allls sngiaes so that eltner of them 
oonld be used from tbe river to the filter 
The Hughes pump Is in bad condition 
and needs repairing if It is to be of any 
value to the city. 


The Allls pumps have been and will be

He mention, the fact that tbe works ' ^ bw ^^ Q0nble thell flr|g 
ware In a worse condition than bad been 
intlolpated when the work was oontem- 
ilated and that as a committee of one bis 
oonstant care, at the detriment of bis 
own business, was given to the work, 
le himself was personally pleased with 
the results and thought that the taxpay- 
ers wonld be satisfied. The plant was in 
such condition that for the past 16 years 
'60,000 of the people's money had been 
burned up, and la the future such waste 
wonld not be allowed. 
Xbe Improve- 


ments as far as they have gone have put 
the plant In good shape and the capacity 
» ample for the present purposes. 
Tbe 


mayor states that while the Improvements 
were in progress he visited the plant 
dally, «xoeptlng five days whan he was 
out of the city, and that be was In close 
touch with tbe work, was consulted on 
all matters and superintended the letting 
of all contracts. 


The mayor further called the attention 


of the council to the fact that there waa a 
discrepancy in the amount of revenue re 
oelvsd from the water works and chat 
judging from data received from other 
cities It Has evident that the best plan to 
adopt would be that of nilng water meters 
exclusively fie did not think they would 
bs a hardship on the general public and 
they wonld certainly save the wasteful 
ore of water. The mayor also reported 
that there Is a leak in tbe reservoir and 
recommended that It bs repaired, and also 
that an Intake crib be built. He states 
that a test of the water mains shows that 
in some parts of the olty It Is Impossible 
to get a fire pressure and recommends a 
thorough test of tbe mains by a commit 
toe appointed for tbe purpose. He also 
recommends that the water works build 
Ing be properly repaired. 


In closing the mayor says that Deoatur 


Is becoming a large olty and that the 
wants of a large city must be provided. 
He trusts that the old and new members 
of the council will drop all petty jealous- 
ies, If any exist, and Join In giving the 
city a "hunch" which will land her in 
the lead of all the cities In tbe state, If 
not in the union.

ACTUAL WAR IN SPAIN 


Rioters Give the Army Ample Work 


at the Interior Towns. 


MADRID, May 9.—Riots have broken 


ont at Cadlo and Alicante. Martial law 
was proclaimed In two other provinces. 


There was serlons rioting at Linares 


jreitsrday. Tho mob tore ont the win- 
dows of the town hall and threw every- 
thing Into the street. The civil guards 
charged them and drove them from the 
building after firing several rounds. 
Some rioters who were armed returned 
the fire. Fourteen are said to have been 
killed, 60 wounded. Reinforcements of 
troops have been asked for. 


Later the mob rallied and drove out the 


elvil guard*. They were well supplied 
wltli ammunition and kept up a galling 
fire, shouting: 
"Down with taxes." 


The rioters pllaged the town hall, and 
captured the residence of the tax collector 
by assault. They demonUbed every 
thing in sight and stole 8000 pesetas and 
a box of jewels, and tried to let fire to the 
house. 
- At Broanes, near Seville, the village 
priest was atoned to death. 


Revised figures at Linarez show that 18 


were killed and 50 wounded. The bodies 
were allowed to lie in the streets, a fasi 
lade from the town hall preventing the 
removal of the wounded. Kiotlng is stil 
In progress at the latest advices. In the 
confusion merchants are bringing in large 
quantities of goods without the payment 
of duties. 


U, S, TROOPS GOING TO CUBA 


An Army of 80,000 to Land and 


March on Havana at Once. 


WASHINGTON", May 9.—The Wash- 


ington Post says: Between 60,000 and 
80,000 men will be landed on Cuban toil 
•i onoe. These will wear the uniform of 
•aa United State* and they will not re- 
turn until they Bate defeated the Spanish 
(arose on the island and the American 
flag floats as proudly over Havana as it 
does over the mine of the Cavlte fortress 
In Manila harbor. Thli Ii the idea of the 
military advlsus of the administration, 
and th* president has approved the plans. 


The section of she army to Invade Cnba 


will be the 15,000 or 80,000 troops now 
assembled at New Orleans and Chloka- 


mauga. They are seasoned, disciplined 
effective. 
They will be followed at once 


by another army of 50,000 volunteers, 
who will be concentrated at southern 
ports a« quickly as the trains can carry 
them and will be transported as fast as 
the necessary ships oan be supplied. It is 
estimated that It will take at least 800 
vessels to carry this immense army to 
Cuba. 


Sunday night tbe wires were kept hoi 


in all directions directing contracts to be 
made for vessels for transports, in all tbe 
seaport towns. Supplies will also 
hurried to Tampa.

Credit for the Victory. 


Not a man on board the American Beet 


wai killed, not a ship wai damand to 
•ny great extent, and only tix men were 
injured,»llgfat!y,un board the Baltimore. 


Toil grand achievement ii quite aa 


mnoh doe to the generalihip of Commo- 
dore Dewey aa to the faol that American 
gunners, ships and gnai are superior to 
anything in ID* same line afloat any- 
Wbere. Great credit mnit alio be given 
to tha falleit extent to the officers under 
Commodore Dewey, for, to a man, they 
seconded (heir gallant commander in ev- 
ery way powible, and tbni belpd him win 
the linrela whloh an justly hii. The or- 
der of battle taken up by the Bpaniudi 
wai with all tba amall craft Inside the 
atone and timber breakwaters of Cavlte 
harbor. The larger ihlpi of Spain oru- 
ised off Ca'lte and Manila. The Amer- 
ican fleet entered Manila Bay on Satur- 
day night with the greatest of ease. The 
Spaniards had not attabllth a patrol and 
there were no searchlights at tha entrance 
ot the bay. In fact, the American ships 
would probably have pasted inside tha 
bay without any challenge had It cot 
been that some sparks flew up from the 
MoCnlloflh's (onnel. Thereupon a few 
shots were exohangad with the batteries 
on Conegidor Island, but tha fleet did 
not alow down, and soon took a position 
near Gavita, awaiting dawn In order to 
oommenoe nostUlUas. 


The early honn of tba morning reveal 


«d the opposing ships to each other, aad 
tha Spanish flagship opaaad are. Her 
notion WM foihtwed by aanie ot to* Urget 
Spaniih warships, and then tba Cavite 
torts opened np. The Spaniih vessels 
brought their 
gnns Into play. Tha 


squadron, whloh had been led into the 
bay throBgh the efcaanal by the flagship 
OlympU, iU Mt np|y, Utaogh tha shells 


•of the Spaniards bsgan to strike the water 
•roan* thasa, but nwvad BMjasttcally 
onward. Wham amring Baker Bay a sod 
•6ea nnto.nl ot water a short dlslanea 
ahead «f MM Olynpta showed that the 
Spaaiatos bad axptosM a nlae oc a tar- 


pedo. This was followed by a second ard 
similar explosion. They wan both utter- 
ly nnsuocassfnl. The American fleet waa 
then drawing nearer and nearer to tha 
Spaniards, whose gunnery was>ery poor, 
the snots from the Cavlte batteries and 
from the Spanish ships being equally bad- 


ly aimed, either falling short or going 
from tha mark. 


Finishing Touches. 


The battle, which was started at about 


6:30 a. m. an* adjourned at 8:80 a. m., 
was resumed about noon, when Commo- 
dore Dewey started In to put the finishing 
tOHohes to his glorious work. Then 
waa not mnoh fight left in the Spaniards 
by that time, and at S p. m. tha Petrel 
and Concord had shot the Cavite batter- 
lea into silence, leaving them heaps ot 
rains and floating tha white flag. 


The Spanish gunboats wen then eout- 


tled, the arsenal was on fln and the ex- 
plosion of a Spanish magazine caused fur- 
ther mortality among the defenders of 
Spain on shore. 


On the water, tha horning, sunken or 


destroyed Spanish vessels ooold be seen, 
while only the cruiser Baltimore had suff- 
ered in any way from the fln ot the en- 


emy. 
A shot which struck her exploded 


some ammunition neat one ot nor gnns, 
and slightly injured a half dozen ot the 
crew. Several shots passed dangerously 
near to Commander Dewey, but little or 
no damage was done on board the flag 
ship. 


On the other hand, about 150 men ara 


said to have been killed on board the 
Spaniih ship, which was totally destroy- 
ed. Admiral Montejo, the Spanish com- 
mander, transferred his flag to tha Ida 
de Cuba when his ship caught fire, but 
the latter was also destroyed In due oonr.se 
of time. 


The Beina Cristlna lost her captain, a 


lieutenant, her chaplain and a midship- 
man by one shot,which straok her bridge. 
About 100 men were killed and 60 
wounded on board the Castllla. Indeed, 
some estimates place the number of Span- 
ish wounded during the engagement at 
over 1000. 


The Olympia was struck five times 


about her npper works, and a whalaboat 
of the Ralelah was smashed. 


Although the Krupp guns on tha Es- 


planade of Manila were flied continuously 
daring the engagement, Commodore 
Dewey did not reply to them, and the 
battery afterward hoisted a white flag In 
token of surrender. 


The terms of the capitulation were still 


unsettled when the MoUnllooh left Ma- 
nila, and It was said Commodore Dewey 
feared rioting upon the part of the Insur- 
ants it he attempted a bombardment of 
the remaining fortlfloatiuna at Manila. 
The forts at the entrance of tha bay wen 
dismantled Monday attar they had capitu- 
lated. It is said the American comman- 
der ordered the cable cut became the 
Spaniards refused to permit him to use It 
pending the complete surrender of the 
o'.ty. 


News at London, 


LONDON, May 8.—The Hongkong cor- 


respondent of the Daily Mail gives tba 
following additional details: 


"Iheie was an aot of treachery on the 


part of a Spanish ship, whloh lowered her 
flag and than fired at a boat's crew sent 
to take possession of her. She did not hit 
the boat, but our gnns were turned on 
bur, and ton her to piece*. She want to 
th»;bovtMs with all on board. Several 
vessels close In shore behaved in tha same 
war, aid shared he* fat*. 


"The Spaniards had fougbt to their 


last gasp, and now surrendered. They 
had been announcing that the Americans 
would kill everyone in Cavite and, whan 
we landed, a long procession of prtastf 
and Sliten cf Marsy mat tba boat from 
the Petrel, and bagged our men not to In- 
jun tha wounded in the hospital. Asa 
matter of fact, the Americans rescue* 
some £00 Bpaalaus and sent than) asbon.

Cnndlff an 
Upohnroh got on the train at Indlanapc 
Hi to return to their homes In Plerson. 


There wax a large train load of peon 


and the two yonng men proceeded to rn 
the train to salt themselves. They afte 
ward said that they intended to manag 
the train and for a time they succeeded 
quite well In their undertaking. Cnndi 
wai the oldest of the two. He bad a 88 
oalibre revolver and with this he parade 
np and down the different ooachea. Tb 
men curied and swore at everyone an 
announced that they wanted the thin 
all their own way. When excitement wa 
not quite high enoqgb Candlff won! 
itep ont on the platform of a oar and dl 
obarjEe bis revolver several times In ordi 
to frighten the passengers. In view of th 
fact that Candlff had a pun none of th 
passengers seemed disposed to interfere.
